After a few words of summary by 


John G. Milburn for the Standard Oil, 
Frank B. Kellogg', special assistant 
to the attorney general, began an ad- 
dress to the court in an effort to show 
that the Standard Oil company of New 
.Jersey should be dissolved in accord- 
ance with the decree entered by the 
federal court in Missouri. 


Mr. Kellogg first referred to the re- 


bates the Standard received "up to the 
time this suit waa begun." He took 
issue with Mllburn'n position that be- 
fore the passage of the interstate com- 
merce law in 18S7: it was legal for a 
Mg.shlpper lo receive a lower freight 
•rate than a small shipper. 


"I have listened with admiration, 


said he, "to the charming 
story ,of 


growth and centralization of this 
nevolent institution.1 
It was told as 


only a great advocate could tell it. .It 
•vas a story of how the Standard Oil 
-n-as the result of natural growth, guld- 
d by the master mind of Mr. Rocke- 
feller. 


"But I mean to tell, the court the 


cold facts. And I say on my oath as 
n member of this bar, and I regard 
that highly, that the equal of this 
record in oppression is not to be found 
.In the commercial 
history 
of this 


country. 
I distrust my ability to pre- 


sent these facts." 


Then he added that the Standard 


•was "born and reared in oppression

The closing words of Milburn were 


impressive: 


"Damned for everything but praised 


for nothing, is the way the Standard 
Oil has been treated by the govertf- 
ment," said he. "In this record, cov- 
ering forty years of business, every- 
thing the Standard has ever done is 
related. 
It has done some things in 


Htrennoiis times that it should not have 
done. That was human.
